FREE EMPLOYMENT AGENCY 


Oklahoma City. Ok., Feb. 4.—The 


new &t:ite of Oklahoma has undertak- 
en, by means of a free employment 
agency Lo solve the double problem 
of relieving the shortage in labor and 
of 'supplying work for the unemploy- 
ed. It might seen peculiar that a 
state should have a shortage in its 
labor supply and at the same time 
have 
many 
unemployed 'within 
Us 


hsi ders, bnt such a condition of fen 
exists because of the 
unequal dis- 


tribution of tiie labor and the inabil- 
ity of the employer who needs labor 
find the laborer who needs work to 
get into touch with each other. The 
removal 
of this difficulty is one of 


the chief objects of the free empoly- 
ment agency which was pro\ ided for 
by the First Oklahoma State legisla- 
ture.

but providing that no tax payment of 
more than $2 shall be required, and 
that th** restriction shall not be in 
conflict with the fifteenth amendment.
